A popular vote of only 24.105,8 12 against a 
total of 24.296,258 for Dewey, Wallace and 
Thurmond. Mr. Truman woo easily ta the Elec­ 
toral College—303 as against 18 9 for Dewey and 
39 for Thurmond.

For one thing, it turns out fiiat 
the steel companies never have re­ 
quested a price increase of $12 a 
ton. Yet just two weeks ago, on 
April 8 , when the President ad­ 
dressed the nation fay radio —d 
television, he said: 
“ The steel companies are now 
saying they ought to have a price 
increase of 112 a ton.** 
•The fact ta the steel companies 
have never specified what price in­ 
crease they wanted. 
They have 
never learned just what the terms 
of a settlement would be. 
They 
have never been able to compute 
tile costs a i what they would be 
required to accept as a wage scale* 


THIS WILL come as a surprise 
to the public. In a sense it is a re­ 
flection on the steel companies be­ 
cause, for reasons best known to 
themselves, they have not seen fit 
to combat the erroneous state­ 
ments and inferences that have ap­ 
peared recently concerning their 
position. 
The explanation offered by steel- 
industry spokesmen far their sil­ 
ence is that they w oe in the midst 
of negotiations in a rapidly chang­ 
ing situation. But, even so, it was 
apparently a mattes of bargaining 
strategy which caused the steel 
companies not to ask for a price 
increase. Their original position, 
they said, was that stabilization 
meant no wage increase and no4 
price increase.When the President's 
Wage Stabilization Board, however, 
reported a definite recommenda­ 
tion, the industry experts estimated 
that the full cost of the proposals 
would be approximately $12 a ton. 
But nowhere is there any record 
of any statement or oral request 
from the industry that, as a con­ 
sequence, prices must be increased 
by $12 or any other figure. 
This was because the administra­ 
tion took the postion that a price 
increase of around $3 a ton was 
due the steel companies under the 
Capehart amendment but nothing 
more would be granted. 
THIS EFFECTUALLY stopped 
any request for a price increase, 
and the astonishing truth is that, 
ever since the steel companies 
were seized, the administration has 
spent its time trying to persuade 
the steel companies to accept the 
wage proposals of the Board with­ 
out offering anything at all ta the 
way of a price increase beyond the 
Capehart amendment, which was 
due the companies anyway apart 
from tile present controversy. 
At this writing, tile President h*y 
not said he would order the Wage 


Stabtfization Beard s fill proposals 
Pat into effect. Until he determines 
exactly what the wage figures fin­ 
ally are to be. the steel men say 
they cannot compute the cost or 
ask for a price increase to offset 
aa or even a part of the costs. 
This illustrates the tragic tamping 
which has been going on all along. 
Another misreprsentatioo h a s 
been the careless statement ta 
Congress that the steel companies 
are building steel plants “ tax free” 
and with money furnished by the 
taxpayers. 
Th e truth is that every 
company in certain lines of busi- 
deduct each year 
twentieth of tile cwt of a plant, so 
tint at the eta a t 20 years a fund 
can be built up to replace the fac­ 
tory or mill.

THE STEEL industry has to dig 
up more than a billion dollars a 
year of its own money to build the 
Plants. 
The government doesn't 
grant the money. Nothing ta “ free.” 
The total net profit of the steel in­ 
dustry after taxes last year was 
$667,000,000, so it ta to be noted 
that the companies had tc^ put up 
out of previous years* earnings a 
substantial sum ta order to build 
new plants. Any large increase in 
costs, such as the new wage scales, 
has a bearing not only on how much 
profit will be left after taxes but 
what suras will be available after 
paying the wages of investors. 
Also, once the five years are up, 
the companies pay the higher tax 
rates c h i all their earnings without 
the deduction, and they are saddled 
then with the cost of maintaining 
not only the new plants but the old 
ones which cannot possibly be re­ 
produced at their original cost 
A lot of loose talk about the eco­ 
nomics of the steel industry hay 
been heard latety, and it is regret­ 
table that tile Issue has been pre- 
mitted ta Congress to descend to 
the levels of demagoguery. It is 
a pretty serious business and can 
bring on a seriouus depression for 
America—indeed, the future of the 
American economic system ta at 
stake ta tile handling of the steel 
controversy, apart from tile fact 
that seelworkers* wages should be 
raised ce that certain increases 
must be allowed to cover real costs.

Nearly every mother with her 
first-born child worries for fear 
that the infant’s eyes will be cross­ 
ed because, during the first three 
months of life or so, a baby's eyes 
will float or Wan­ 
do1 so that they 
do not appear to 
be looking ta the 
same 
direction. 
It ta only when 
after s e v e r a l 
months the eyes 
fail to move to- 
getter. that one 
h a s 
to 
worry 
about the condi­ 
tion w h i c h ta 
known as crossed eyes. 
It ta important to treat crossed 
eyes as early as possible, since the 
cartier treatment ta started the 
better the results, even though of­ 
ten much can be done later on. A 
child past the first few months of 
life who shows a tendency to dose 
one eye, to tilt the head or to rub 
one of the eyes, should be examin­ 
ed for crossed eyes since a child 
does not outgrow this condition by 
himself. 
Strictly speaking, crossed eyes 
ta when one eye turns inward, but 
in some cases the eye may turn 
outward (wall eye) or sometimes 
upward. Any one of several fac­ 
tors may cause crossed eye*: a 
blow on the head, heredity, dis­ 
ease, 
near 
or 
far-sightedness, 
faulty muscles, and nervous inco­ 
ordination. 
There are several kinds of treat­ 
ment for crossed eyes and some of 
them can be started as early as a 
year old. Which of the various 
methods to use ta a matter which 
must be decided by 'the physician. 
It may be that glasses will be 
recommended and this alone can 
do the job. 
Sometimes a patch ta placed ov­ 
er the good eye which forces the 
youngster to use foe weaker aye, 


and therefore aids the muscles and 
the vision. Eye muscle exercises 
are sometimes prescribed and this 
may be ta addition to the glasses. 
In some cases one or more opera­ 
tions ta necessary and this ta not 
considered a dangerous procedure 
when done fay a competent special­ 
ist. 
The results of treatment do not 
come at once and it may foke a 
year or more to bring about im­ 
provement. but this ta well worth 
while. The poor eyesight that 
toffies with crossed eyes ta a se­ 
vere handicap for any youngster. 
It interferes with his work ta 
school and his pleasure at play. 
It can also have a serious psycho­ 
logical effect on the youngster 
since playmates may call call him 
“ cockeyed” rn1 some other nick­ 
name. 
For all these reasons it ta Im­ 
portant to identity 
a 
youngster 
with crossed eyes just as early as 
possible and to start skilled treat­ 
ment promptly. Those who do not 
do this will have children who are 
handicapped by something which 
could readily have been avoided. 
The early and proper treatment of 
crossed eyes ta preventive medi­ 
cine at its best.

that for U. S, Steel alone, the cost 
of the wage board recommenda­ 
tions would total 280 minion dol­ 
lars in 1953. 
The board has recommended di­ 
rect wage increases of 174 cents 
an hour, fringe benefits amount­ 
ing to 8 4 cents plus a union shop, 
The industry' -claims it needs to 
increase steel prices about $ 12 a 
ton to meet the demands.
